Dogs in Warfare 


Man's Friend Training For the War 
In Russia 

The non-combatant classes of Rus- 
sia are devoting much of <neir time 
to the training of dogs intended to 
be sent to the front as dumb but 
noble “brcthers and sisters of mercy.” 

It has become e. favorite occupa- 
tion of the upper classes to indulge 
in this highly serviceable and hu- 
manitarian wort. The dogs are 
being trained not only to search for 
the wounded on the deserted battle- 
fields and to deliver bandage mater- 
jal and first aid medicaments, but 
also to warm them and revive them 
fn case of unconsciousness. 

In view of the advent of the sharp 
wintry cold, which is more intense 
fn the eastern than in tha western 
theatre of war, with its attendant 
frost, avalanches and blizzards, the 
discovery and guccour of the wound- 
ed soldiers must be effected in the 
shortest possible period as three or 
four hours’ contact with snow laden 
and frost bitten soil will often suf- 
fice to prove fatal to” the wounded 
and helpless soldier, 

In addition to this, the conditions 
of modern warfare are such as to 
make it frequently necessary for the 
soldier to advance towards the en- 
emy's position undc. fire, hiding as 
he advances in  bushcs, marshes, 
and glens. 

In these circumstances the tracing 
of the wounded would be oxtremely 
difficult without the aid of the canine 
{nstinct and intelligence 

Thousands of brave fellows, 
wounded in their country’s cause, al- 
ready owe their lives to the dogs.

Look to Canada for Wheat 


Industry Gaining Favor in 
the Commonwealth 

Interviewed concerning a_ cable 
from Wellington to the effect that 
the New Zealand government had ar- 
ranged for the purchase of 1,000,000 
bushels of Canadian wheat for deliv- 
ery next July, Hon. Mr. Mackenzie, 
New Zealand Ligh commisisoner in 
London, said ‘hat he had been buying 
wheat since the war started, but this 
was the largest order. For some 
years, he said New Zealand’s wheat 
output had been diminishing in favor 
of pastoral industry, and it was like- 
ly the commonwealth would in future 
have to look more and more to Can- 
ada for her wheat supply. The high 
commissioner acknowledged New 
Zealand’s debt to Canada for her pres- 
ent efficiency in dairy production. 

Having recently returned from 
Egypt where, with Sir George Reid, 
the Australian and New Zealand ex- 
peditionary forces were visited, the 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie said that the men 
only regarded their work in Egypt as 
a preliminary duty. They said they 
had set out to fight the Germans, and 
ie not want to return without facing 
them,

English Soil 


When Britaln Was Attacked In the 
Old Days 

The recent raid on the English 
coast by German warships is by no 
means the first directed at the heart 
of the British empire. 

It is rather curious that Scar- 
borough which, together with Hartle- 
pool and Whitby, has suffered so 
severely from the German _ raid, 
should have been connected with the 
last serious naval invasion of the old 
country. 

This was in 1779 when a Franco- 
American squadron, under the com- 
mand of the redoubtable Paul Jones, 
made a hostile descent on the shores 
of the Solway Firth. At Whitehaven 
jhe fired one ship and spiked thirty- 
|six guns. He then sailed up the 
Forth and had Edinburgh and Leith 
at his mercy, had not a timely gale 
come on and blown him out to sea. 

Ultimately, off Scarborough, he fell 
in with a large fleet of Baltic mer- 
chantmen under convoy of H.M.S. 
Serapis and Countess of Scarborough. 
Jones at once gave battle, captured 
the latter vessel, and eventually com- 
pelled the captain of the Serapis to 
haul down his flag. It was the most 
desperate and sanguinary engage- 
ment which has ever taken place im- 
mediately off the shores of Britain. 

A later naval engagement off Scar- 
borough took place on February 18th, 
1808, when the Sappho chased and 
brought into action the Danish brig, 
Admiral Jawl, the British ship, in 
half an hour, compelling the enemy to 
capitulate. It is curious to reflect, 
however, that the modern pvaceful 
“Queen of Watering Places” was also 
formerly a favorite spot for free- 
| booters’ raids and historians have 
chronicled how, in 1377, one Mercer, 
a pirate, attacked Scarborough to 
rescue his father, who was a pris- 
oner in the castle, and carried away 
several ships from the harbor. 

Some idea of the consternation 
which was caused by the naval inva- 
sion of the Thames by the Dutch, and 
the threatened attack .on London, 
may be gathered from the words of 
Pepys, the famous English politician 
and diarist, who, at the time, viz., in 
1667—was acting as secretary to the 
admiralty. 

“The truth is I do fear so much that 
the whole kingdom is undone * * * 
So God help us, and God knows what 
disorders we may fall into.” 

After it must me remembered that 
Pepys was in no way a “nervy” per- 
son; for during the great plague a 
year or two previous he remained n 
London and in his official capacity 


alone conducted the entire admin- 
istration of the navy. 
Pepys, however, had good reason 


to fear the raid for it was conducted 
and organized by that bold Dutch

Overfeeding is another common cause, 
Of course, there may be other causes, 
for instance at the beginning of an 
outbreak of cholera the symptoms of 
rheumatism are frequently present. 
The first thing we would advise 
would be to put the pigs in dry, com- 
fortable quarters, if they are not al- 
ready there.

In that year, when the French re- 
volutionary wars were at tLeir height, 
and through a momentary loss of our 
command of the sea, General Hoche's 
expedition to Ireland nearly succeed- 
ed in landing, while a French force of 
1,500 men under General Tate, an 
American adventurer, actually landed 
in Cardigan Bay, on the coast of 
Pembrokeshire, 

This filibustering force, which had 
sailed with orders to burn Bristol 
and make mischief generally, stopped 
first at Irfracombe, where they scut- 
tled a few merchantmen. But the 
troops were not landed, because there 
were volunteers drawn up ready to 
resist them, 

The expedition, however, did land 
at Fishguard, but the invasion was 
a total failure, for the force, on be- 
ing surrounded by the local militia, 
surrendered without striking ». blow.

Banff National Park 


First Important Part of Government 
Improvements at Banff Completed 
To tourists to the coast who will 

use the Canadian Pacific Raiiway, 
either going or coming, this summer, 
the attractions offered by the railway 
will be greatly supplemented by the 
work already done by the Dominion 
government in the development of the 
Banff National Park. While the gen- 
eral scheme of Thomas H. Mawson, 
the well known authority on town 
planning and landscape improvement, 
will be tar from completion this year, 
the new concrete swimming pool and 
bath house originally planned by the 
government and incorporated into the 
scheme, has just been completed. The 
pool occupies a gite on the side of 
the Sulphur mountain, where ‘here is 
a ‘arge spring of sulphur water rising 
out of tue mountain side. The pool 
and bath house lie paralle: to the 
mountain side, one end abutting the 
well known basin, the other covering 
a@ tunnel entrance to the cave. The 
structure of reinforced concrete is 
built upon a bench excavated in the 
mountain s.do, 4,575 feet above sea 
level, and about 200 feet above the 
bottom of the Bow river valley of 
which it affords an excellent view. 
The pool itself is 150 feet long and 
865 feet wide, with a depth varying 
from 3 feet to 8 fcet. The sides are 
formed by light reinforced concrete 
walls, lined with white enamelled 
brick, and finished at the top with a 
tera cotta scum trough and han] rail, 
The bottom ig a reinforced concrete 
pavement on an asphalt base. ‘Ihe 
bath house has a length of 137 feet, is 
27 feet wide, and 40 feet high. The 
roof will be used as a promenade, and 
will also provide daylight for the 
dressing rooms, as it consists of 4,000 
square feet of prism lights. To soften 
this light, and also to protect the 
prisms from the steam arising from 
the bathers, there is an arch diffuser 
sash over the dressing room, with 
openings from which the air and 
steam are removed by a fan. There 
are a total of 132 individual dressing 
rooms in the bath house, with fresh 
water shower baths and other toilet 
facilities.

A Powerful German Explosive 

An officer who has been through 
the entire campaign and is now rest- 
ing before returning to the front, 
gives some details concerning a new 
and extremely powerful explosive 
which the Germans have been mploy- 
ing tor about a month, 

“My battalion,” he said, “facetiously 
calls the missiles ‘bottles of cham- 
pagne.’' They are cylindrica] in form 
and about gs long as a champagne 
bottle. That is to say, about 12 to 
16 inches long and about 5 inches in 
diameter, We suppose they are filled 
wih liquid air or liquid carbonic 
acid. 

“They are thrown a distance of from 
300 to 400 yards—this is the maxi- 
mum, You can follow the projectile 
through the air and see where it is 
going to drop. They are apparently 
thrown by means of mortars, and 
when they fall and explode the effect 
is equivalent to that produced by the 
explosion of a charge of 132 pounds 
of melinite. A single ‘bottle of cham- 


pagne’ makes a hole from 46 to 560 
feet in diameter and 30 or 40 feet 
deep.” 


New U.S. Altitude Record 

The feat of Lieutenant Joseph Car- 
berry, U.S.A., in establishing a new 
American altitude record for aviator 
and one passenger a‘ San Diego, Jan- 
uary 5 last was officially recognized 
by the contest committee of the Aero 
Club of Aemrica, according to an an- 
nouncement by Allan R. Hawley, its 
chariman. Lieut. Carberry attained a 
height of 11,690 feet. The uying boat 
records for aviator and one passenger 
made by Lawrence Sperry in a recent 
flight up the Hudson River, were also 
approved. They were; Distance, sixty 
miles, and duration one hour and 26 
minutes,

GERMANS HAVE PREPARED TRIPLE [Plans of the 
LINE OF DEFENCE IN BELGIUM 


PREPARED TO MAKE A DETERMINED RESISTANCE 


Have Employed Six Thousand Skilled Engineers and an Army of 
Laborers to Construct Defences, which will Enable them 
to make Three Successive Stands 


The correspondent of the London 
Daily Telegraph, writing from the 
Dutch frontier, describes Germany's 
triple line of defences in Belgium, 
where she will be able to make three 
successive stands against the offensive 
of the Allies. The writer has inspect- 
ed many works of defense, which the 
authorities cannot hide. The work 
carried on at all fortified towns is 
well known as to its general points, 
and information gathered from all 
sources and sifted with care, the writ- 
er says, points to the following plan 
of campaign: 

“It is held, once a resolute offen- 
sive is offered by the Allies both on 
land and sea, that the Germans will 
speedily be obliged to evacuate West 
Flanders. A study of the map of Bel- 
gium shows that the principal river 
in the west is the Scheldt, a broad and 
deep river, navigable for its entire 
course through the country into 
France. From the Dutch frontier 
through Antwerp up to Tamiz it is 
navigable to large sea going steamers, 
and after that for large barges, Its 
course from the estuary is, roughly, 
north to south, till the fortifications of 
Antwerp are passed, then it bears 
west to Ghent and from that city its 
course goes.again southward. Between 
this part of the river and the coast 
and practically parallel with it flows 
the Lys, a river of little importance 
except in a wet season, 

“From Gnent to the Dutch frontier, 
almost due north, is’ the recently- 
opened ship canal. The first serious 
defense is expected to take the line 
of this canal from Sasvangent, on the 
Dutch frontier, to Ghent, and to con- 
tinue the course southward of the 
Bcheldt, via Audenarde Tournai, 
(Mount St. Aubert, behind the town 
commands the country for many miles 
in all directions), Conde and Valen- 
ciennes. Then, via the reconstructed 


and formidable fortress of Maubeuge 
to Mezieres and along the line of the 
upper Meuse to Metz. 

“The second line will probably be 
as follows: 

“Starting in the west from the re- 


fortified and impregnable Antwerp 
and along the Scheldt up to Boom, it 
turns along the line of the ship canal 
to Brussels. Then southward along 
the line of the Charleroi cana] into 
the headwaters of the river Sambra, 
and Charleroi and from there via the 
Sambre to the fortress of Namur and 
the middle Meuse, To those who know 
the country these two lines of defense 
appear impregnable, but the German 
staff has something else up its sleeve. 

“Still taking Antwerp and the Rup- 
pel as a starting point after passing 
Boom and following the river Dyle up 
to the city of Malines, an already fort- 
ified position guarcs the river, which 
rung between high Lanks, to the still 
more unhappy remains of Louvain, 
and from there, still taking advantage 
of the river Dyle, via Wavre to Na- 
mur, there runs an extremely scien- 
tific line of trenches, much of it in re- 
inforced concrete, 

“This forms a barrier not easily 
crossed. In front the ground is pre- 
pared with pitfalls, mined areas and 
other traps for the unwary, though as 
yet no wire entanglements have been 
made except near Namur, where who.e 
woods have been sawed down with the 
trunks left -tauding about twu feet 
ligh. There regular entanglements 
are prepared. 

“The country along this line ie un- 
dlulating snd advantage has beon 
taken to prepare implacements for 
heavy guns. Since August six thous- 
and skilled engineers, as well as a 
whole army of laborers have been 
working on these defences. The forts 
of Liege, Namur and Maubeuge were 
completed in September and those of 
Antwerp are also completely repaired,

Canadian Flour to Germany 


Report in New York That Dominton 
Products Are Being Chipped 
to Enemy 

That Canadian mills are supplying 
Germany and her allies with flour was 
learned in Ottawa when it became 
known that a large portion of the 
cargo of steamers of the Scandinavin 
American line plying between New 
York and Copenhagen, consists of 
Canadian flour shipped to the Scandi- 
mavian Peninsula by the large mills 
in Alb-rta and Saskatchew1in. 

American mills in Minnesota also 
are shipping large quantities of flour 
to Copenhagen. 

Since the beginning of the war the 
Bcandinavian American line has in- 
creased its scrvice until it has now 
running betwee. ten and twelve boats 
@ month in contrast to the two steam- 
ehips a month which formerly main- 
tained trade relations between Amer- 
fica and Scandinavian ports, 

Regarding the 1eported export uf 
Canadian flour to New York and its 
reshipment to neutral points in Eur- 
ope en route to Germany, it is felt in 
Ottawa that the matter should be left 
to the imperial authorities to deal 
with in twe pres nt negotiations with 
the United States, as Canada’s active 
interference might only complicate 
matters. The government, however, 
would forwaré all availaple informa- 
tion to the imperial authorities. The 
export of flour to the United States 
has not been heavy, 

“There is no way to stop it, so far 
a@s I can see,” Mr. Carruthers said, 
“beyond the precautions which I un- 
derstand the British government has 
taken and is taking. And, no matter 
how careful these precautions may be, 
they cannot prevent a lot of the grain 
and flour shipping through. Yo usee 
the temptation is so great with the 
abnormal prices obtainable in Ger- 
many, that many exporters will gladly 
take the risk of shipping to a belliger- 
ent country in orfer to get these high 
prices. 

“Great quantities of Canadian wheat 
are entering the United States by way 
of Buffalo, and to my knowledge New 
York has been exporting much more 
heavily than ever before. The high 
prices prevailing prove that the de- 
mand is abnormal. 

“We cannot stop the United States 
from buy:ng our wheat, even if we 
would, nor can we keep track of it 
when it is ofr export. We may be told 
that it is for export, but beyond that 
we don’t know where it goes. The mat- 
ter cannot be regulated from Canada. 
If the British government suspects 
that exporters in the United States 
are shipping the wheat or flour to Ger- 
many, by way of a neutral country, it 
4s up to the British government, 
through the navy, to stop the prac- 
tice.”

Zeppelins Not Dangerous 


Are Comparatively Cheap in Construc- 
tion, But Most Expensive to 
Run 

It seems now to be a long way back 
to August 4, 1913, when the world was 
startled by the news that-Count Zep- 
pelin’ airship, Zeppelin IV., had smash- 
ed all world’s records for dirigibles. 
She had sailed triumphantly from 
Frederichshafen to Mayence, and then 
by Bale, Strassburg and Mannheim to 
Stuttgart. 

England was face to face with the 
fact that the Germans possessed an 
aerial cruiser capable of dropping 
bombs on London, and then return- 
ing to Germany, and then return- 
to earth. And there were then no 
aeroplanes capable, as now, of per- 
forming similiar feats. 

The Fatherland went Zeppelin mad, 
and when, a little later, Zeppelin IV 
came to grief, a national subscription 
of $1,500,000 was raised to replace 
and to build more like her. Ger- 
many, if one can believe what he 
hears, still pins her faith to Zeppe- 
lins and still hopes to use them ef- 
fectively against the British fleet. 

One of the great arguments in 
favor of Zeppelins is their cheapness 
as compared with warships. So far as 
construction goes, this is true. 

The newest of these huge airships, 
which are about the same length as 
a first class batteship, can be con- 
structed for about $1,000,000, Thus, 
nine can be built for the money 
spent on one ureadnought, 

But if a Zeppelin is cheap to con- 
struct, she igs anything but cheap to 
run. First of all, she must be filled 
with gas. The gas used is not com- 
mon coal gas, but pure hydrogen, 
which is made at a factory and 
transported in cylinders under ‘pres- 
sure, 

The original Zeppelin IV. required 
no less than 17,000 cubic metres of 
gas for each filling and this opera- 
tion alone meant an outlay of $2,500. 

No fabric has yet been invented 
which is absolutely gas tight, and 
the valuable gas is constantly leak- 
ing away. A filling lasts for a few 
days only, and for perfect efficiency 
it is necessary to feed a Zeppelin 
with gas every day. 

Then as to fuel. A large 40-horse 
motorcar will run about fifteen miles 
to the gallon of gasoline. A Zep- 
pelin will not travel much more than 
one mile to the gallon, 

Added to these difficulties is the 
vulnerability of the dirigibles before 
gun fire, and the trouble about \1- 
recting bombs from them with pre- 
cision, as seen in the attacks on the 
British warships at Cuxhaven the 
other day. > 

They are only capable of doing 
great damage to crowded, unfortified 
towns, against which their only ef- 
fective work has been done so far,

The average life of army horses 
when put on active service at the 
front in Europe is only about ten days, 
and consequently the demand for re- 
mounts from Canada is steadily in- 
creasing.

Allies’ in France 


Will Endeavor to Make the German 
Retirement General One When it 
Commences 
Hilaire Belloc, writing in Land and 
Water, of the battle pefore Soissons, 
points out that there is a remarkable 
Similarity between what happened 
there and at Steinbach in Alsace, The 
colonel points out that a strong 
French offensive was ordered with no 
more than the troops who had been on 
the spot against a particular eection of 
the long German line; that it suc- 
ceeded and after a delay of 48 hours 
at Soissons and nearly of four days 
at Seinbach a very large German rein- 
forcement arrived and reversed the 
French attack. The German counter 
offensive, however, spent itself and 

could go no further. 

The first conclusion drawn from the 
parallel is thus stated: 

“The Germans never knowing quite 
where the French are going to attack 
are in great peril at having their line 
oroken wherever an attack on a con- 
siderable gcale is delivered. They will 
not risk men, as yet, at any rate, in 
trying to recover the initiative for 
themselves and in being the first to 
attack. They are thus compelled to 
wait for the French initiative. They 
meet it, wherever a strong attack is 
delivered, by hurrinyg up mer from 
elsewhere and the men so hurried up, 
though coming in great numbers, |o 
little more than hold their own.” 

A further conclusion is that the 
Germans draw men from other pa;ts 
of their line and not from large avail- 
able reserves of new formations. 
Mr. Belloc contends that the facts d.s- 
closed show that the enemy is put 
B it by the actual thinness of his 

ne. 

He continues: “The problem of the 
allies in the west is not the problem 
of gradually pushing back an oppos- 
ing force under pressure to shorten 
lines which are already as stretched 
as they can be, consistently with be- 
ing held at all, and when the compul- 
sion for shortening these lines shall 
arrive it cannot take the form of 
gradual retirements from one line of 
trenches to another close behind it. 
It can only take the form of whole- 

ile retirement, either evacuating 
Northern France and half of Belgium 
or evacuating Alsace.” 

Mr. Belloc also analyses the Ger- 
man report of the Soissons battle and 
claims that the statement that more 
than 5,000 Frenchmen were killed, 
and more than 5,000 taken prisoners 
is nonsense, 


Canada Getting Big Orders 


Contracts For at Least $50,000,000 in 
War Supplies Received 
Already 
How Canadiar. industries are bene- 
fitted by the war is seen by the latest 
government estimates, which indicate 
that 3,000 factories are busy with or- 
ders which total at least $50,000,000. 
The prospects are also that the de- 
mands for war material will be great- 
ly incerased in the future and there 
are indications that France and Rus- 
sia will purchase more heavily in 

Canada in the future, 

The war supplies for which con- 
tracts have been let in the Dominion 
cover a large range of articles. They 
include rifles, bayonets, uniforms, 
boots, saddles, truck wagons, ammuni- 
tion, tents, blankets, and many other 
materials necessary to equip an army. 
Great orders of shrapnel shells have 
also been received by a number of 
leading Canadian firms, and one esti- 
mate indicates that already 100,000 a 
day are being manufactured in the 
Dominion with the prospects for an 
increased output tn the future. 

The soldiers’ pay is another big 
item in the war expenditure, for which 
the Canadian government will have to 
provide large sums. Tv defray this 
expense and the others involved as a 
result of the struggle it is expected 
that the militia appropriations cover- 
ing a period of from April 1 to Janu- 
ary 1, of next year, will require $100,- 
000,000, Should the conflict last two 
years it is believed that the Dominion 
will have expended the sum of $240,- 
000,000 in assisting the empire in its 
struggle. : 

Another item which is expected to 
run into large figuies be.ore the war 
ends in the demand for horses. Ex- 
perience has proved that the life of a 
horse on the battlefield is short and 


hence large orders are expected to be 
filled in Canada. Beside; horses, 
numerous saddles will be required, 


and already the French and Russian 
governments have made heavy pur- 
chases here, 


Idle Curious Not Wanted 


Pleasure Seeking Visitors Only Add- 
Ing to Burden of Government 

Advices from England are that idle 
visitors to Great Britain are only add- 
ing to the burden in that country. The 
great influx of visitors, out of idle 
curiosity, has alarmed the govern- 
ment, and they wish such visitors to 
consider the situation in the British 
Isles before adding to the burden. in 
short, to sum up, the British Islands 
are no place today for curious pleas- 
uer seekers, If the influx continues, 
the home government may resort to 
measures to check it. Those who 
have business are welcome, but those 
who go out of curiosity are only em- 
barrassing the government and are 
not wanted until norma: conditions 
prevail, 


Explosive Needles For Zeppelins 

The French war office has now in 
operation an invention which seems 
to offer an excellent method of com- 
bating Zeppelins. The inventor is M, 
Antony Jacques, of Grenoble. The 
new weapon consists of a long needle 
carrying a small ghell. These needles 
are very light, and so is tho shell they 
carry. When the needle pierces cloth 
or any light substance—and not till 
then—it explodes the shell. Fired 
against a brick wall it is harmless, 
The needles are s0 small taat a good 
quantity can be carried o. an aero- 
plane, They can be fired from a very 
light gun, and when once they strike 


!a Zeppelin and explode, they will also 


explode the gases contained in the en- 
velope, and so destroy the whole ma- 
chine. The invention came to the 
French war office after careful and 
exhaustive experiments made by the 
chief of the fire brigade at Grenoble. 


Benefits of War 


What is to Happen When the Allied 
Nations Emerge Victorious? 

Lord Roseberry contributes a pre- 
face to a history of the war by John 
Bucham in the course of which he 
says: 

“At present we do not authentically 
know even the subtle causes which 
produced this convulsion over half 
the world. What is on the surface -s 
clear enough, but it is what is under 
the surface that matters, 

“Iam reluctant to believe in a 
diabolical and cold blooded .cheme to 
bring about .ar at this time. At 
least this does not seem to be proven. 
If war was being planned, it was, I 
suspect a longer and a slower match 
that was burning for a later explo- 
sion; and as regards our own part .o 
it one would conjecture thet that was, 
strangely enough, unexpected in Prus- 
sia, to judge from the venomous and 
insane fury which has raged against 
us in Germany since we eatered on 
the campaign. 

“We must then suspend dur judg- 
ment as to the real cause of the war 
till time and documents are given.” 

After discussing the present phase 
of the struggle, Lord Roseberry con- 
tinues: 

“We only see something of the first 
act of the drama but it will not Le 
complete till we know the fifth. If the 
Prussians are victorious we need not 
trouble our heads. That supremacy 
means, it would seem, the nd of lib- 
erty, of civilization, and of religion, as 
we have understood them to be and 
we shall be compelled to kneel before 
the dragon of brute force. That con- 
tingency, however, we all exclude. 

“But what will follow a victory of 
the Alies? Will it be a cessation of 
the burden of armament and the s- 
tablishment of a more _ balanced 
equipoise of power in Europe? None 
can tell but the answers to these 
questions, to be unfolded in the fifth 
act make it much the momentous 
part of the drama? 

“Talk, however, is easy and pleas- 
ant. War is an accursed thing which 
punishes the innocent and generally 
the guitly go free, but our chron- 
iclerg cannot fail to enlarge upon the 
incalculable blessing which the damu- 
able invasion of Belgium has reveal- 
ed to the world. 

“The enthusiastic and weatherproof 
unity of the British empire, that 
would be worth any ordinary war, and 
{gs not perhaps, too dearly bought even 
by such an appalling conflagration as 
this. 

“And this unity, as it is not the be- 
ginning, so it is not the end. Blood- 
shed in common is the cement of na- 
tions and we an] our sons may look 
to see a beneficience of empire not 
such as the Prussians dreamed, not a 
warlordship of other nations; not a 
nightmare of oppression, but wor.d- 
wide British influence which will te 
a guarantee of liberty and peace, and 
which, hand in hand, with our allies 
in Europe and with our kindred in 
the United States should go far to 
make another war :uch as this impos- 
sible. 


“That would be a crowning glory 
to fight for, again for humanity such

as no other war has achieved,

During the recent raid of Cuxhav- 
en, the ease with which Zeppelins 


were driven off by the British sea- 
planes was pointed to as evidence of 


the non-value of the German crafts. 


But the British authorities appar- 
ently determined to be as well equip- 


ped in every respect as their enemies, 
acquiring dirigibles of the German 
type. The number of such dirigibles 
flying the British flag is not known, 
but it is said to be sufficient to make 
a docided impression when the 


strategic moment for their use ar- 


rives. 
More faith is placed by British 
fliers in the enormous aeroplanes 


which have been constructed. These 
planes 


take up the recoil when the gun is 
fired. The details of the armament 
of the latest craft have been kept sec- 
ret, but «rough is known to justify 
the statement that the vessels are 
the most formidable type in exis'- 
ence,

SOME GLOOMY FORECASTS OF THE 


ECONOMIC OUTLOOK IN GERMANY 


SERIOUS SHORTAGE OF 


FOODSTUFFS EXPECTED 


Every Man in France is Determined upon Prosecuting the War 
to a Successful Outcome, and will Fight to Remove 
Conditions which Endanger Peace 


From an entirely reliable source 
ig secured the following suinmsry of 
views taken by leading members of 
the French government in regard to 
the present conditions and future 
prospects of the war. Spring will un- 
doubtelly witness new developments 
of the most important character 
among them the active intarposition 
of Italy and Roumania. 

“With these two nations throwing 
the weight of their armies into the 
balance on the side of the all‘ed pow- 
ers,” said a cabinet mitister, “I ex- 
pect that the war will end before next 
winter.” ¢ 

From confidential reports obtained 
by the French government by means 
of reliable agents, it is believed in 
Paris that the German professions of 
the soundness of their financial and 
economic conditiois are exaggerated, 
The German industrial building looks 
very well from the outside. Its fac- 
ade is made _ to look very imposing, 
but the building within is an empty 
shell. 

Authoritative forecasts of the econ- 
omic outlook in Germany, chiefly de- 
rived from impartial Swiss experts, 
are gloomy. A_ serious shortage of 
foodstuffs is expected before the win- 
ter is out. 

With reference to the French prss- 
ecution of the war a leading minister, 
who, it must be remenbered, was 
speaking not for the gailery but con- 
fidentially and in accents of deep con- 
viction, said: 

“Every Frenchman, whatever his 
politics, is determined upon war to a 
successful outcome. If we simply 
drive the enemy out of France we 
should have accomplished nothing. 
We are not fighting for the reconques: 
of Alsace an] Lorraine, or for the de- 
feat of Germany, but for the destruc- 
tion of militarism. We do not want 
the complete cownfall of Germany. 
We have no right to enforce any con- 
dition on a conquered Germany which 
we do not impose on ourselves. French 
and Britain must ke predominant in 
the settlement, if any pesmanent good 
is to come out of this war. We both 
value liberty. The British have a far 
more deep-rooted conception of liberty 
than the French have. The French 


have more equality, but liberty is h's-

toric with Britain. The two coun 
tries must act with a common aim 
and with tne hope o. establishing new 
conditions in Wurope. 

“I don’t look for the breakup of the 
German empire unless it comes from 
internal revolution, but we shall have 
a right to remove the conditions wiich 
endanger peace. For instance, Prus- 
sia should not be permitted in future 
to exercise a preponderating influence 
in the counci.s of Germany because 
as things are, Prussia is the menace. 
The franchise in Prussia should he 
made the same as in other parts of 
uermany. Prussia should be rendered 
impotent in a military cense, and its 
artificial majority in the Bundesrath 
removed go that parliament may have 
the deciding voice in the atfairs of the 
nation, 

“Then we must have a reduction in 
armaments. I don’t see the millenium 
in sight yet, bui the production of 
arms could be-conirolled by an inter- 
national commission on which the 
present beliigerents and neutrals 
would be represented, This commis- 
sion would have its agents in every 
country to see that the manufacture 
of arms was reduced to th; scale im- 
posed on all nations. Limitation of 
armaments can be accomplished only 
by international agreement, and it 
would be necessary to have an inter 
national force to see that those agree 
ments were observed.” 

My informant, who has had excek 
lent opportunities of forming a com 
sidered opinion, added that the grave 
ity of the situation and the prodigious 
nature of the struggle ahead were not 
under-estimated in France, which, he 
said, was resolute in pursuing the war 
to the bitter end. 

“There will be no lessening of ef- 
forts,” he said, “when the Germans 
are driven out of France. France re- 
gards the struggle as a war of civiliza- 
tion, and is prepared to act up to the 
spirit of Premier Viviani’s recent de- 
claration. France was never so for 
tunate in the absence of ambitious 
men searching after self-glorifications, 
There is more un'ty of national sent 
ment than in England, and a supreme 
desire to subdue an element which 
would tend to weaken France inter 
nally.”

Canadian Fisheries 


Fisheries of the Dominion Are the 
Most Extensive In Whole 
World 


The! annual report of the depart- 
ment of marine and fisheries emphas- 


ises the fact that the fisheries of the 
Dominion are the most extensive in 
the world. It likewise noted that the 
water in and around Canada contains 


the principal commercial fool Bales 
e 


in greater abundance than 
waters of any other part of the world. 

The total marketed value of all 
kinds of fish, etc,, taken by Canadian 
fishermen from the sea and inlaad 
lakes and rivers during the year end- 
ed March 31, 1914, amounted to $33,- 
207,748. 

This value falls short of that for 
the preceding year by $181,716. This 
is accounted for by the Sockeye sal- 
mon run in Northern British Columbia 
being smaller than usual, and the de- 
crease in the value of halibut. 

Of this total value the sea fisheries 
contributed $29,472,811; while the in- 
land fisheries contributed $3,734,937. 

The value of the fish catch by prov- 
inces was as follows: 

British Columbia, $18,893,980; Nova 
Scotia, $8,297,626; New Brunswick, 
$4,308,707; Ontario, $2,674,685; Que- 
bec, $1,850,427; Prince Edward Island, 
$1,280,447; Manitoba, $606,272; Sask- 
atchewan, $148,602; Alberta, $81,913; 
Yukon, $68,265,

Factor in Farming 


Putting One's Faith in Live Stock 
When Grain Growing Does Not 
Sata "Pay 
While driving this summer through 

Red Lake county, Minnesote, the 

writer turned to his companion, who 

owned the automobile, and a.ked if he 

might see some of the interesting di- 

versified: farms of the county. The 

companion and owner of the car was 

Mr. Paul Carpenter, agricultural di- 

rector of the Ked Lake Falls high 

school, who knew the farms and farm- 
ers of that county perhaps better than 
any other man in it. 

When the question was put to him, | 
Mr. Carpenter hesitated a moment and 
then replied: “This is largely a grain 
growing county as yet. Our farmers 
are just beginning to diversify. But 
there is one man we can visit who 
broke away from the established cus- 
tom years ago and improved his farm 
growing cattle and hogs. I petieve he 
is the best farmer in the county.” 
So we turned the car toward the farm 
of Abraham Paquin. 

As: his aame would imply, “the best 
farmer in Red Lake county” is of 
French blood, one of a_ colony of 
French-Canadians who emigrated to 
Minnesota in the early eighties and 
settled in Red Lake and adjoining 
counties. Mr. Paquin has been on his 
present location for 31 years. When 
he first took up his homestead, his 
fiaances were so low that he had to 
borrow a bed from a neighbor to have 
a place to sleep, an”. for two winters 
he worked in the woods. A year ago 
he sold 400 acres of ‘and for $26,000. 
Last spring he sold an additional 160 
eopes for $4,000. He has 240 acres 
left, and he owns a creamery and 
cheese factory in the town of Lam- 
bert and a general store in the town 
of Brooks. Quite a change from the 
bedless days. 

It is simply another case of putting 
one's faith in live stock. Mr. Paquin 
never made any money with wheat. 
But instead of trying to make up the 
deficit by growing more and more 
wheat, he turned, to live stock and 
then his success began. Eleven years 
ago, with the money made in this 
way, he started to increase his farm. 
He bought one quarter-section at 
,3.50 an acre, one at $5 an acre, one 
at $12 an acre and one at $20 an acre, 
making 800 acres in all. And during 
the past year he sold 560 acres at an 
average price of $54 an acre and still 
has a highiy improved 240 acre farm. 
It never could have been done with 
wheat. 

Mr. Paquin’s live stock operations 
have included the growing and feed- 
ing of beef cattle and the raising of 
hogs. He has tried dairy cattle but 
he likes the bee! animal better. For 
years he carried from 60 to 100 head 
of this stock on his farm. He bought 
calves six months to a year old from 
neighboring farmers, grew them on 
corn silage, shorts, chopped straw and 
chaff, and turned them off to market 
at a profit. He had no silo, but he 


grew from 30'to 50 acres of corn and! 


stacked it in the barn. The hogs were 
carried over on flax chafy and chopped 
hay mixed wtih Jow grade flour, about 
one pound of flour to each pig. He 
kept about 100 hogs on the farm and 
sold the pigs to neighboring farmers 
or fattened them for market. 

By buying the: calves cheap and 
feeding both calves and hogs at low 
expense, he made money on his live 
stock operations, Last year he sold 
56 head of cattle for $2,300. According 
to his statement, the calves cost $12 
a head and it cost about $5 apiece to 
feed them, That left about $1,350 for 
his labor. In’addition, from November, 
1912, to March, 1913, he cleared $600 
on his hogs, figuring the cost of feed 
and iabcr So he had returns’ of 
nearly $2,000 from his live stock last 
year, 

A letter received from Mr. Paquin, 


in reply to a request for a more de 
tailed statement of his live stock ac- 
counts, affirms the approximate ac- 
curacy of the above figures. He says: 
“The general figures on the cattle and

Immense Demand for Horses 


Some Thirty Thousand Have Been 
Bought For War Purposes 
Already 
The great demand from Great Brit- 
ain, France, Belgium and Italy for 
Canadian cavalry and artillery horses 
will, according to the department of 
agriculture, practically absorb all the 
available supplies of ilght horses in 
Canada during the coming year. High 
prices for horses of nearly all kinds, 
with the possible «xception of heavy 
draft horses, are predicted in Canada 

for years to come, 

Already some thirty thousand 
horses have been purchased in Can- 
ada for war purposes. The British 
war office has purchased in Canada 
more than seven thousand out of the 
fifty thousand horses secured on this 
side of the Atlantic since the outbreak 
of the war. The Canadian govern- 
ment purcnased about seven thousand 
horses for the first contingent and an- 
other ten thousand are now being 
bought for the second and third con- 
tingents. The French and Italian 
governments are also looking for 
horses from Canada. A Toronto firm 
was recently offered a contract for 
five thousand horses to be purchased 
for the Italian government, The de- 
mand from all quarters for horses for 
war purposes is increasing. 

It is estimated that the total num- 
ber of horses now engaged in the war 
is one million. The estimated aver- 
age life of th. cavalry horse on active 
service is seven days; of the artillery 
horse it is thirty days. For army pur- 
poses in the next twelve months, 
therefore, more than twelve months 
horses will be required. 

An estimate prepared by the de- 
partment of agriculture of the avail- 
able supply in Canada shows that 
there are about forty-six thousand 

‘ses suitable for cavalry or artil- 
lery purposes. Of these two thous- 
and are in the Maritime Provinces, 
eight thousands in Quebec, twelve 
thousand in Ontario, four thousand in 
Manitoba, seven thousan. in Saskat- 
chewan, twelve thousand in Alberta, 
and one thousand in British Columbia. 

A conservative estimate places the 
total number of horses owned by the 
allies at forty-eight millions, and by 
the enemy at 8,700,000. Of these, of 
course only a small proportion would 
be available for war purposes. The 
supply in German; and Austria is 
already pretty well exhaust:d, and 
those countires have not the resources 
of the United States und other neut- 
ral countries to draw upon, 

It is probable that before the year 
closes the farmers of Canada will 
have sold for war purposes. six or 
seven million dollars’ worth of horses. 
; When the war closes a good driving 
or riding horse may be as great a 
luxury as a good automobile.

America’s Debt to Britain 


Dr. Charles Eliot Tells Why He Sup- 
ports the Allies 

“All of the early practice of liberty 
and the teachings of John Milton 
about civil and religious liberty; the 
assurance, finally, that national effic- 
iency can be developed to a higher 
degree under free than under auto- 
cratic institutions.” 

Such, in the words of Charles W. 
Eliot, president emeritus of Harvard, 
is the debt wo owe to Britain, the rea- 
son for American sympathy with her 
in her present struggle. 

“I have received many letters ex- 
pressing displeasure at my stand in 
favor of the allies,” he said. “They 
ask me if I am an Englishman, and 
where I was born, and what the 
British pay me, and what, also, we 
owe to Britain. So I have thought 
about our debt to Britain.” 

This gebt, he said, lay in her prac- 

ee and teachings of sivil and re- 
ligious liberty; in her example that 
a nation could be more efficient under 
free than under autocrati. rule.

Dr. Schuster is reported ' 
as having added, “If necessary in the | 
conquered parts of Belgium and) 
France we shall seize everything 
made of copper.” 


Not War Vessels 


U.S. Government Will Not Stop Ex-| 
port of Curtiss Hydro-Eero- 
planes 
In reply to Germany's recent pro- 
test against the pbuilding of hydro- 
aeroplanes by American manufactur- 
ers for England and Russia, Secretary 
Bryan has informed Count Von Berns- 
torff, the German ambassador, that 
the state department does not concur 
in the contention tha such craft might 
be regarded as vessels of war, “whose 
delivery o belligerent states by neut- 

rals should be stopped.” 

The correspondence on the subject 
was made public by Mr. Bryan. On 
January 19 Count Von Bernstorff 
wrote giving details of the purchase of 
the airship America; the ordering of 
five more of the same type and of 36 
hydro-aeroplanes of a different model. 
Russia, he said, had also ordered a 
number of machines, all this being 
from the Curtiss people.

Increase in Traffic Accidents 


Multiplication of Motor Vehicles Is 
Given as the Cause 

An alarming increase in the num- 
ber of traffic accidents in London 
streets is shown in the report of the 
board of trade. The total number of 
accidents recorded is 25,800 against 
22,200 for the previous year, and the 
report moreover states that “the pro 
portion of fatal accidente is increasing 
rapidly, owing to the multiplication 
of motor vehicles.” Automobiles are 
twice as likely to cause accidents as 
horse vehicles, and the proportion of 
fatal accidents is three or ‘our times 
greater. The theory that the motorist 
has such contro] over his machine that 
he can avoid accident is dispelled by 
experience. The best hope of improve 
ment lies with the pedestrian himself 
he must develop a new traffic sense. 

Apart from accidents, the report in- 
dicates the habits of the Londoner are 
changing. He ig getting more rest- 
less and now makes 271 “journeys” @ 
year, as against 143 a year ago. Most 
of the new traffic has been developed 
on the electric car lines and motor 
omnibus lines, indicating that the Lon- 
doner is getting away from the centre 
of the city into the healthy suburbs.
